ARGENTINA 

According  to  a  special  survey,  the  visible  supply  of  grains  on  October  1  was, 
In  thousand  bushels:    Wheat  229,437,  corn  11,035,  flaxseed  43,169.    The  official 
estimate  places  exportable  surpluses  on  October  1,  in  thousand  bushels,  at  125,135 
for  wheat,  5,748  for  corn,  and  27,440  for  flaxseed.    The  wheat  stocks  include  grain 
to  be  used  as  fuel  and  feed,  as  authorized  under  the  terms  of  a  decree  dated  July  22. 
The  October  1  supply  indicates  a  d Vsappearance  of  about  19  million  bushels  of  wheat 
since  September  1. 

INDIA 

The  first  official  forecast  for  1943-44  oilseeds  area,  with  corresponding 
estimates  for  1942-43  in  parentheses,  follows:     Peanuts  2,807,000  acres  (2,809,000); 
sesame  1,816,000  acres  (1,727,000).    The  condition  of  both  crops  is  reported  to  be 
good. 

BRAZIL 

The  second  estimate  of  cotton  production  for  the  1942-43  cotton  crop  in 
Southern  Brazil  indicates  an  increased  production  over  the  first  estimate,  amounting 
to  about  112,000  bales  of  478  pounds.    The  present  estimate  places  the  total  crop 
of  the  southern  area  at  about  1,726,000  bales,  whereas  the  first  estimate  forecast  a 
crop  of  only  1,614, 000  bales.     Including  the  final  estimate  of  356,000  bales  for 
the  northern  States,  this  would  revise  the  total  production  figure  for  all  3razil  to 
about  2,082,000  bales. 

DENMARK 

Danish  livestock  increased  during  1942-43  for  the  first  time  since  the  German 
occupation.    According  to  the  midsummer  (July  17)  estimate  of  this  year,  cattle  in- 
creased to  2,988,000  head,  which  was  4  percent  above  the  corresponding  estimate  for 
1942.    Horses  reached  599,000  head,  an  increase  of  0.5  percent  above  last  year,  and 
sheep  reached  182,000  head,  which  was  materially  larger  than  the  143,000  head  reported 
in  1939.    Hog  numbers,  as  already  reported  in  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  increased 
to  2,011,000  this  summer,  which  was  26  percent  above  the  low  point  to  which  they 
were  reduced  In  1942.     As  compared  with  the  situation  at  the  time  of  the  German 
occupation  In  1940,  cattle  numbers  are  still  7  percent  smaller  and  hogs  38  percent 
smaller,  while  the  numbers  of  horses  and  sheep  are  larger.

CHILE  SEEDS  INCREASED  GRAIN  ACREAGE 

The  acreage  sown  to  grain  in'  Chile,  for  harvest : in  late  1S43  and  early  1944, 
was  considerably  above  the  1942-43  acreage,  according'  to'  Information'  received <  in  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    The  wheat  area  is  estimated' at'  2,049,000 
acres,  which  is  11  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago  when  the- area  Was  reported  at  '■ 
1,846,000  acres.    The  first  estimate  places  barley  and  oats  at  126,000  and  268,000 
acres,  respectively.    This  Indicates  a' considerable  gain,  compared  with  last  year,  and 
Is  10  percent  above  average  for  "oats,  but  is  still  24  percent  below  average  for  barley. 

The  wheat  acreage  reported  is  the  largest  since  19-34-35  and  would,  seem  to 
indicate  some  success  in  the  Government's  program' to  encourage  larger  seedings.  In. 
an  effort  to  reduce  the  country's  import  requirements,  Inducements  were  offered  to 
growers  in  the  form  of  higher  guaranteed  prices  and  easier  credit.    The  profit's  ac- 
cruing from  the.  importation  of  wheat  were  to"  be  assigned  to  a  fund  established  for  the 
purpose  of  Increasing  wheat  production  and  stabilizing  the  bread  price;  to  consumers, 

.   If  average  wheat  yields  were  harvested  from  the  current  acreage  reported  the 
crop  would  be  slightly  above  that  reported  for  1942-43,  and  import  needs  would  be  re- 
duced.   Present,  reports,  however,  indicate  that  the  yield  may  be  below  average  and 

that  some  import  buying  Is  now  taking  place  in  anticipation  of  requirements.  Pro-   

vlncl al  data  show  substantial  increases  in  acreage  of  wheat  and  .oats  for  virtually  all 
Provinces.    The  largest  quantitative 'gain  was  shewn  for  both  in  Gautln,.  the  leading 
producer  of  these  grains.  .  The  main  production  areas  for  wheat  and  oats  are  In  the 
southern  Provinces,  while  principal  barley  areas  are  farther  north,  abound  Santiago 
and  Valparaiso.  •  '  :

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BRAZILIAN  RICE  SURPLUS  NOT  SO  LARGE  AS  EXPECTED 


The  rice  harvest  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  the  principal  rice-export ln'-g  State  of 
Brazil,  will  be  2,400\6'00  bushels  lower  in  1943  than  predicted  earlier  In  the  season, 
according  to  the  Rice  Institute  of  that  State.    It  was  estimated  that  9,800,000  bush- 
els of  rice  was  produced  this  year,  compared  with  14,700,000  in  1942.    Production  in 
Sao  Paulo,  the  third  largest  producing  State  in  Brazil,  was  Increased  In  1943,  yet 
the  surplus  there  will  probably  be  consumed  In  other  Brazilian  areas  normally  taking 
some  of  their  requirements  of  rice  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

The  reservation  of  one-half  of  the  total  rice  crop  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  for 
domestic  utilization,  as  decreed  by  the  Government  on  April  9  (see  Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets,  Kay  24,  1943),  allows  approximately  135  million  pounds  for  shipment  to  for- 
eign countries.    In  1942i  exports  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  amounted  to  136  million 
pounds,  while  the  total  for  the  country  was  believed  to  be  possibly  25  percent  larger.

Statistics  for  rice  production  in  all  Brazil  are  not  published  currently. 
Those  recently  received  for  1940  and  1941  Indicate  that  production,  65  million  and 
68  million  bushels,  respectively,  was  not  maintained  at  the  level  of  the  previous 
2-year  average  of  74  million  bushels.    This  would  indicate  that  the  United  States 
has  about  approached  first  place  in  rice  production  in  the  Western- Hemisphere ,  as  a 
record  crop  of  69  million  bushels  Is  being  harvested  in  1943  in  the  United  States. 

Rice  yields  in  Brazil  are  highest  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  where  cultivation  is 
specialized.     Average  yields  in  that  State  are  about  on  a  par  with  the  United  States 
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at  45  bushels  per  acre.     Average  yields  per  acre  In  all  Brazil  are  28  bushels. 
Plantings  in  many  Brazilian-  areas  are  on  plots  benefited  only  by  natural  rainfall, 
or  on  small,  swampy  areas  in  creek  and  river  valleys.    Except  In  specialized  areas, 
it  is- grown  as  a  subsistence  crop,  and  small  surpluses  are  sold  to  local  merchants 
or  millers.    Much  of  the  rice  is  milled  on  farms  or  in  small  towns.

Exports  from  Brazil  for  January- July  1943,  of  which  94  percent  was  routed  to 
countries  other  than  South  America,  were  not  so  large  as  last  year.    Un.tl.1  the  war, 
Ar^er'-ira  rscelved  the  largest  proportion  of  Brazilian  rice  exports  in  the  form  of 
rough  rice,  but  because  of  increased  production,  Argentina,  ll'te  several  other  South 
American  countries,  has  attained  self-sufficiency.    As  a  results  Brazil's  rice  surplus 
has  'oecome  available  for  other  countries.    The  United  Kingdom,  Sweden,  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  and  Switzerland  were  the  principal  countries  of  destination  of  rice 
exported  from  Brazil  in  1942.     In  the  past  year,  virtually  all  rice  has  been  exported 
on  a  milled  basis.

CUBAN  IMPORTS  OF  VEGETABLE  OIL  DECLINE  BUT  LARD  IMPORTS  CONTINUE  HEAVY 

Cuban  imports  of  189,000  pounds  of  vegetable  oil  (all  soybean)  in  September 
were  much  lower  than  In  recent  months,  as  oil  from  Cuba's  record  1943  crop  or  pea- 
nuts began  to  reach  the  hands  of  processors.    Imports  of  lard  amounted  to  7,857,000 
pounds,  bringing  the  January-September  total  to  68,917,000  compared  with  50,391,000 
for  the  corresponding  period  in  1943.    The  total  for  1943  is  expected  to  reach  around 
80,000,000  pounds.    The  supply  position  in  Inedible  fats  and  oils  for  soap  manufacture 
remains  critical. 

Consumption  of  lard  in  Cuba  rose  to  a  record  level  of  about  7.5  million  pounds 
in  August  compared  with  an  average  of  only  4.5  million  pounds  per  month  during  the 
first  half  of  1943.    The  higher  rate  of  current  consumption  is  due  largely  to  heavy 
imports,  low  prices  In  relation  to  those  for  other  foodstuffs,  and  the  existence  of 
large  stocks,  estimated  on  September  1  at  22.6  million  pounds. 

Consumption  of  edible  vegetable  oils  dropped  from  an  average  of  2. 2  million 
pounds  earlier  in  the  year  to  an  estimated  1.4  million  pounds  in  August  as  a  result  ' 
of  sharp  price  increases.    Stocks  of  edible  vegetable  oil,  estimated  at  7.9  million 
pounds  on  September  1,  were  considered  satisfactory.    The  15.4  million  pounds  Imported 
during  January-September  1943  were  about  equal  to  consumption  requirements  for  that 
period. 

Production  of  lard  in  Cuba  is  estimated  at  600,000  pounds  monthly  "In  1943, 
which  is  considerably  higher  than  last  year.    Local  production  now  represents  about 
8  percent  of  monthly  consumption.    Production  of  peanut  oil  from  the  1943  crop  is' 
expected  to  reach  at  least  25,000,000  pounds  and  will  probably  be  sufficient  for  the 
country's  1944  requirements  for  edible  vegetable  oils,  except  small  quantities  of 
other  oils  needed  for  blending. 

Prior  to'  1941  the  principal:  raw  materials  used  for  manufacturing  soap  in  Cuba 
were  palm  oil,  coconut  oil,  and  tallow,  in  their  order  of  importance.    With  the  chief 
sources  for  palm  and  coconut  oil  cut  off  in  the  Far  East  and  with  most  of  the  oils 
available  from  Africa  and  the;  Southwest.  Pacific  islands  diverted  to  fill  Amed  war 
needs,  Cuban  soap  manufacturers  found  it  necessary  to  rely  almost  entirely  oh  tallow. 
Argentine  export  restrictions  and  high  prices,  and  the  lack  of  available  supplies  of 
tallow  from  the  United  States,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand  have  now  made  it  very 
difficult  for  the  Cuban  soap  industry  to  maintain  operations. 

Domestic  production  of  inedible  tallow  for  soap  manufacture  averaged  about 
10  million  pounds  during  the  5  years,  1938-1942,  while  imports  of  all  soap  fats  aver- 
aged about  26  million  pounds.    Domestic  production  of  tallow  and  miscellaneous  other 
inedible  fats  in  1943  are  estimated  at  about  15  million  pounds,  and  requirements 
for  soap  manufacture  have  risen  to  an  estimated  40  million  pounds.    Thus  25  million

pounds  of  imported  soap  fats  are  needed  annually  If  Cuba's  soap  retirements  are  to 
be  met.  '  Indications  -are. that  Imports  in  1943  may  not  reach  75  percent  of  this 
quanti  ty.

RECORD  COTTON  CROP  IS  INDICATED  IN  ARGENTINA 

Predicting  the  largest  cotton  crop  on  record,  the  fourth  estimate  of  the 
Argentine  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Indicates  that  the  final  outturn  of  the  1942-43 
crop  will  equal  approximately  493,500  bales,  of  478  pounds..   Earlier  reports  were  that 
the  current  crop  would  be  of  about  average  size  (315,900  bales)  and  considerably  less 
than' the  1941-42  production  of.  373,000  bales. 

In  confirmation  of  the  expected  recordrbreaklng  crop, .  the  Ministry  announced 
that  approximately  475,400  bales  have  been  ginned-,  representing  about  96.5  percen.t  oX 
the  estimated  production.    The  present  crop  Is  about  120, 100.  bales  larger  than  the 
former  record  crop  of  1935-36,  and  It  was  produced  on  the  largest  acre.age  ever  planted 
to  cotton  In  Argentina  -899, 200  acres.  -

120,500  bales.    The  acreage  planted  to  the  present  crop  was  18.2  percent  over  that  of 
last  year  (760,400  acres).    The  average  yield  of  the  present  crop  is  now  calculated 
at  about  262.3  pounds  per  acre.    This  is' considerably  greater  than  the:' early  forecast 
of  about  168  pounds  and  is  somewhat 'larger  than  the  yield' of  the  past.  year.  (  234  pounds) 
and  about  62  percent  above  the  average  for  the  preceding  5  years  ( 162  pounds) . " 

.   Following  one  of  the  most  severe  droughts  ever  experienced' in  the: northern 
regions  of  Argentina,  where  most'.of  the  cotton  Is  produced, '  the  ■  first  estimate'  of  the 
crop  was  made  when  prospects  fori  a  iarge  crop  were  not' at  all  favorable.    Before  • 
harvesttlme,  however,  rains  fell,  and  the'  crop' took  oh  new  life,  forming  squares  near 
the  tops  of  the  plants  late  In  the  season.    Because  of  the  production  -or  bolls  on  the 
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tops  of  the  plants,  harvesting  has  continued  longer  In  the  present  season  than  ever 
before.    Excellent  weather  conditions  prevailed  during  the  harvest  season,  enabling 
farmers  to  Obtain;  almost  maximum  production.    The  greatest  Increases  In  production 
came  In  the  heart  of  the  cotton  belt,  in  the  Chaco  and  Formosa  Territories,  while 
production  almost  doubled  early  expectations  in  the  oldest  producing  area  of  Santiago 
del  Estero,  where  the  crop  has  been  cultivated  since  1550.

The  average  yield  of  fiber  obtained  from  ginning  has  been  about  32.9  percent 
this  season,  reflecting  the  efforts  of  the  National  Cotton  Board  to  improve  the  va- 
rieties grown  and  also  the  ginning  equipment  and  operations.  This  yield  is  measur- 
ably absve  the  average  of  27.4  percent  in  the  years  1933-1937. 

EARLY  REPORTS  SHOW  NICARAGUA  COTTON  ACREAGE  DOWN 

The  1943-44  cotton  crop  in  Nicaragua  will  be  sharply  reduced,  according  to  all 
early  indications.    In  the  opinion  of  Nlcaraguan  officials,  not  more  than  2,500  acres 
will  be  planted  to  cotton,  compared  with  about  5,100  acres  planted  in  1942  and  ap- 
proximately 14,000  in  1941.    The  National  Bank  of  Nicaragua,  the  principal  loan 
agency  financing  the  cotton  crop,  has  reported  that  as  of  the  end  of  June  it  had 
authorized  the  planting  of  only  900  acres,  compared  with  5,000  acres  at  the  same  time 
last  year. 

By  the  middle  of  1942  about  10,000  bales  of  cotton  had  accumulated  in  Nicaragua, 
as  a  result  of  the  loss  of  the  traditional  markets  in  Japan,  Great  Britain,  and  Germany 
following  the  outbreak  of  the  war;  and  the  Cotton  Purchase  and  Production  Agreement 
between  the  United  States  Government  and  that  of  Nicaragua  came  about  as  an  attempt 
to  reduce  this  large  carry-over.    The  basic  price  to  be  paid  under  the  Agreement  is 
50  cordobas  per  quintal,  or  about  9.86  cents  per  pound  for  Middling  (No.  5)  cotton 
delivered  in  Corlnto.    Growers  are  reported  to  feel  that  due  to  Increasing  production 
costs,  the  established  price  under  the  Purchase  Agreement  is  too  low,  in  view  of  more 
attractive  possible  returns  on  other  fiber  and  food  crops.    Under  the  Agreement,  3,000 
manzanas  (about  5,100  acres)  is  the  limit  set  for  planting  cotton  in  any  one  year;  and 
according  to  reliable  sources,  there  is  little  possibility  that  this  acreage  will  be 
planted  in  the  present  season.

CANADIAN  HOG  NUMBERS  REACHED  NEW  HIGH  LEVEL  IN  JUNE  1943 

Hog  numbers  In  Canada  reached  the  new  high  level  of  8,  143,000  head  as  of 
June  1,   1943,  which  was  1  million  head  above  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  offi- 
cial estimate  of  the  Dominion  bureau  of  Statistics.

The  greatest  In- 
crease in. numbers  on  hand  In  an  Individual  Province  this  .year  above  1942  was  22.4 
percent  In  Saskatchewan;  Manitoba  was  second  with  a  23.9-percent  Increase.  One 
reason  for  the  Increase  In  the  Prairie  Provinces  Is  the  availability  of  feed  grains.

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GENERAL  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  .  .  . 


WEATHER  CONDITIONS  ABROAD  IN  SEPTEMBER  AND  EARLY  OCTOBER 

The  following  summarizes  the  latest  reports  on  weather  conditions  In  specified 
countries. 

^iLLeJ!ILjrO!l^  Throughout  June  and  the  first  part  of  July  there 

were  excessive  rains  and  cool  temperatures,  and  In  the  latter  part  of  July  and  during 
August  it  was  hot  and  dry  with  drought  conditions  prevailing  In  some  places.  In 
September  the  harvesting  of  the  grain  crops  was  favored  by  dry  weather  and  appears  to 
have  been  carried  out  practically  without  Interruption.    The  yield  of  the  grain  crops 
was  generally  satisfactory  except  in  Scandinavia,  Portugal,  and  Spain.    Other  crops 
ranged  from  fair  to  medium  In  most  countries. 

Scandinavia  and  the  Baltic  States:    Reports  from  Denmark  received  during  the 
first  part  of  October  state  that  pastures  had  been  improved  by  autumn  rains  but  since 
there  were  insufficient  silos  for  ensilage,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  the  full  bene- 
fit from  the  grass.    Early  in  August,  heavy  rains  fell  in  Sasnava  in  southern  Mthu an la 
and  severely  damaged  crops,  many  low-lying  fields  having  been  completely  Inundated. 
As  a  result,  It  is  feared  that  the  potato  and  grain  crops  will  be  very  poor  this  year. 
Sasnava  is  in  one  of  Lithuania's  most  productive  areas. 

Germany:    The  dry  weather  which  was  said  to  have  prevailed  in  southern  and 
eastern  Germany  from  April  through  August  has  been  confirmed  by  later  reports.  The 
yield  of  potatoes  and  vegetables  was  considerably  reduced  by  the  dry  weather  and  crops 
generally  are  reported  as  below  average.    West  and  south  of  the  Elbe,  rainfall  was 
more  normal. 

Switzerland:    Records  show  the  driest  summer  since  193?.    The  period  of  greatest 
dryness  extended  from  the  third  week  of  July  through  the  first  3  days  of  September. 
Cold  weather  began  September  22  and  continued  until  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  Balkans  and  Turkey:    Rain  fell  in  Rumania  the  first  week  of  September,  thus 
bringing  to  an  end  the  long  drought.    There  was  no  indication  as  to  how  heavy  or  how 
widespread"  the  rainfall  was,  but  apparently  several  areas  were  benefitted.  The  rains 
came  too  late  to  be  of  much  benefit  to  the  corn  crop,  but  by  the  end  of  the  month  the 
rains  had  improved  plowing  conditions  and  brought  on • pasturage .    In  Turkey  also,  the 
drought  i-s  reported  to  have  been  broken.    Unusually  warm  weather  prevailed  In  most  parts 
of  Hungary  during  the  lat.ter  part  of  August,  and  except  for  a  few.  small  areas  rainfall 
was  below  average  throughout  the  country.    The  area  that  suffered  the  most  was  In  the 
large  plain  between  the  Danube  and  the  Tisza  as  well  as  on  the  other  side  of  the  Tisza. 
In  September  sunny  and,  for  the  season,  very  warm  weather  prevailed.    Rainfall  was 
below  average  In  two-thirds  of  the  country,  and  in  most  places  when  It  fell  it  came 
■  in  the  form  , of  rainstorms.    Dally  temperatures  were  higher  than  usual  and  the  nights 
were  mostly  very  mild.    As  a  result  of  the  dry  weather,  the  condition  of  the  corn  crop 
was  very  poor. 

* 
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Soviet  Union:     According  to  phe  Deutsche  Ukraine  Zeltung  or  July  20,  1943, 
rainfall  in  all  parts  of  the  Ukraine  was  below  last  year's  average,  but  in  the  case 
of  most  crops,  this  year's  harvest  will  exceed  that  of  a  year  ago.    During  September 
a  large  amount  of  territory  was  recovered  from  the  Germans,  but  as  they  retreated, 
large  crop  losses  were  inflicted  on  the  country. 

Canada:    In  early  October,  weather  conditions  were  favorable  to  field  work 
but  pastures  were  deteriorating  from  lack  of  rain,  especially  in  the  drier  areas  of 
Saskatchewan.    Frost  damage  was  apparent  in  the  early  grain  samples  from  some  dis- 
tricts of  Alberta  where  late  crops  were  caught  by  severe  frost  early  In  September. 
The  Lacombe  district  suffered  considerably  from  hall  and  frost.    Threshing  returns 
from  the  southern  sections  of  Alberta  Indicate  more  serious  loss  than  had  been  previ- 
ously estimated.    The  second  week  of  October  was  marked  by  unusually  high  temperatures, 
and  the  dry  weather  continued  throughout,  the  Prairie  Provinces. 

Argentina:    Moderate  rains  and  high  temperatures  during  the  greater  part  of  July 
and  early  August  caused  the  growing  cereal  crops  to  develop  too  rapidly,  but  the  cold 
dry  weather  and  occasional  frost,-  which  came  the  latter  part  of  the  month,  corrected 
this  abnormal  development.    In  early  September,  rains  were  general  over  the  greater 
part  of  the  grain  zone.    These  rains,  though  welcome,  were  on  the  whole  disappointing, 
as  they  were  uneven  and  lightest  where  they  were  needed  the  most.    The  eastern  part 
of  Buenos  Aires  experienced  the  heaviest  rainfall,  and  heavy  showers  fell  in  the 
Province  .of  Entre  Rlos,  areas  where  there  was  already  sufficient  moisture.    In  west- 
ern and  southern  Buenos  Aires,  Cardoba,  southern  Santa  Fe,  and  the  Pampa,  which  were 
feeling  the  effects  of  dry  weather,  only  light  showers  fell,  and  the  need  for  heavy 
ram  was  becoming  more  pressing.    After  these  rains,  sharp  frosts  were  registered 
almost  everywhere.    By  the  last  of  September  the  country  was  In  need  of  good  soaking 
rains  followed  by  a  prolonged  spell  of  warm  sunny  weather  If  the  excellent  prospects 
for  next  year's  crops  are  to  be  realized.    Some  timely  rains  had  fallen  by  the  third 
week  in  October  and  the  weather  was  cool  and  overcast,  but  more  rain  was  needed  in 
the  south.    The  softening  of  the  soil  will  make  It  possible  to  resume  field  work  In 
preparation  for  the  coming  corn  crop. 

,  Brazil:    Only  one  light  rain  fell  during  the  month  of  August,  and  it  was 
insufficient  to  break  the  5  months'  drought,  which  prevailed  throughout  the  state  of 
Sao  Paulo  and  northern  Parana.    Farmers  were  beginning  to  prepare  their  land  for  the 
new  crops  by  burning  the  ol&-stalks  and  expected  to  plow  the  land  following  the  first 
heavy  rain.    A  cold  wave  in  Sao  Paulo,  Rio  Grr.ade  do  Sul,  and  Parana  on  the  night  of 
September  14  very  seriously  damaged  the  sugarcane  and  coffee  crops.    The  greatest 
damage  was  in  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  Sao  Paulo.    The  cold  wave  was 
accompanied  by  snow  in  some  places. 

Australia:  During  the  first  half  of  October,  the  moisture  supply  remained 
spotty  and  Inadequate  over  sldeareas.-  A  further  reduction  in  wheat  estimates  Is 
feared  unless  rains  come  soon.
